A public hearing for the purpose of 
establishing insecticidal tolerances on 
fresh fruits and vegetables has been sched- 
uled January 17 by the Food and Drug 
Administration, Federal Security Agency.

A new product leaflet entitled 
“Canned Peas for delicious recipes,” 
which is intended for use by individual 
canners in their own promotional 
work, was mailed this week to all 
Association members. It is a trial 
leaflet in a potentially-new N. C. A. 
service. 

The leaflet was prepared by the 
N. C. A. Home Economies Division fol- 
lowing action of the Assoeiation's 
Home Economics Committee last May, 
in response to demands from a num- 
ber of canners of peas for such a 
leaflet. The folder contains recipes 
for canned peas and other informa- 
tion telling consumers how to get the 
best use from canned peas. 

Recipes in the leaflet were tested in 
the Association’s Service Kitchen and 
the cover photograph was taken there. 
Lay-out and copy were planned for an 
inexpensive leaflet suitable for use as

Exemption of White Collar Man 


Minimum salary qualifications for 
white collar employees exempt under 
Section 13 (a) (1) of the Fair Labor 
Standards Act have been substantially 
increased in tentative regulations is- 
sued by the Wage and Hour Adminis- 
trator. 

Section 13 (a) (1) of the Act ex- 
empts from both the wage and hour 
provisions of the Act “any employee 
employed in a bona fide executive, ad- 
ministrative, professional, or local re-

Sweet Corn for Processing 


Sweet corn production prospects im- 
proved slightly during August, and 
the Bureau of Agricultural Economics 
now estimates 1,239,000 tons will be 
obtained for canning and freezing in 
1949. 

The yield of sweet corn is indicated 
at 2.76 tons as compared with 2.71 
tons obtained last year.

Cabbage for Kraut 


Cabbage for kraut on acreage under 
contract as of September 1 indicates 
a production of 79,250 tons, according 
to the Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics. This compares with 90,580 
tons at the same period in 1948. 

On contracted acreage the yield as 
of September 1 is indicated at 8.34 
tons per acre. This compares with 
10.74 tons per acre in 1948, 

No information is available on open 
market tonnage for 1949 at this time. 
In 1948 kraut packers used 191,600 
tons, about 53 percent of which was 
purchased on the open market. 


Snap Beans for Processing 


September 1 yields per acre on 
snap beans were estimated by the Bu- 
reau of Agricultural Economics at 
1.93 tons. This compares with 1.90 
tons obtained in 1948. This yield now 
in prospect is highest since 1925 when 
2.05 tons were obtained.

Tomatoes for Processing 


Reports on September 1 from tomato 
canners and tomato products manu- 
facturers indicate a 1949 production 
of 2,373,500 tons, according to the 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics. 
This is 18 percent below 1948 produc- 


tion. Indicated yield as of September 
1 was 6.65 tons per acre. 

The yield now indicated for Cali- 
fornia, where over 20 percent of the 
estimated processing tomato acreage 
is grown, is half a ton above the Au- 
gust 1 indicated yield, and the largest 
on record for that state.

store hand-outs, carton enclosures, and 
other promotional campaigns. 

Although the Home Economics Com- 
mittee considered this type of promo- 
tional material to be the responsibility 
of individual canners, it agreed that 
the Division should prepare the leaflet 
on a self-liquidating basis. 

The leaflet is available to members 
for $5.75 a thousand. Special prices 
will be quoted on orders in excess of 
50,000 copies. The canner’s firm name 
and address will be printed on the 
back of the leaflets at an additional 
cost of $5.00 for each order at the 
time of the press run, 

The price of $5.75 per thousand 
copies is on the basis of receiving 
orders for a total of 100,000 copies. 
It is hoped to have orders from mem- 
ber canners by October 15, so that the 
order can be placed. Delivery on or- 
ders received by that date will be made 
early in November.

Text of Notice of FDA Hearing on Insecticide Tolerances 


Federal Security Agency 
Food and Drug Administration 


(21 CFR, Part 120) 
(Docket No. FDC—57) 


Tolerances for Poisonous or Deleterious Resi- 
does on or in Fresh Fruits and Vegetables 
Notice of Hearing 

In the matter of regulations limit- 
ing the quantity of various poisonous 
or deleterious residues remaining on 
or in fresh fruits and fresh vegetables 
from substances used to control pests, 
such as insects and plant diseases, or 
to affect the metabolism of the plants; 
and in the matter of amending or re- 
pealing the regulation limiting the 
quantity of fluorine remaining as in- 
secticidal residue on apples and pears 
(21 CFR, 1944 Supp., 120.1): 

Notice is hereby given that the Fed- 
eral Security Administrator, upon his 
own initiative and in accordance with 
the provisions of sections 406 and 701 
of the Federal Food, Drug, and Cos- 
metic Act (52 Stat. 1049, 1055; 21 
USC 846, 871), will hold a public hear- 
ing commencing at 10:00 o'clock in the 
morning of January 17, 1950 in room 
5140, Federal Security Building, Third 
Street and Independence Avenue, 
S. W., Washington, D. C., upon pro- 
posals to issue regulations limiting the 
quantity of poisonous or deleterious 
residue on or in fresh fruits and fresh 
vegetables and to amend or to repeal 
the regulation limiting the quantity of 
fluorine remaining as insecticidal resi- 
due on apples and pears (21 CFR, 
1944 Supp., 120.1). 

The proposals, in general terms, are 
as follows: 

First, to take evidence on the follow- 
ing points: 

1. Which fruits and vegetables re- 
quire the addition or application of a 
poisonous or deleterious substance in 
their commercial production. 


2. What poisonous or deleterious 
substances are required on each such 
fruit and vegetable for its commercial 
production. 


8. To what extent can such sub- 
stances be avoided by washing, clean- 
ing, or otherwise removing residues 
from the fruits and vegetables before 
marketing. 


4. The quantity of each poisonous 
or deleterious substance that can be 
tolerated on each such fresh fruit or 
fresh vegetable or on classes of fresh 
fruits and fresh vegetables without 
danger to public health, taking into 
consideration the other ways in which 
the consumer may be affected by the 
same or other poisonous or deleterious 
substances from other sources, 


Second, on the basis of such evi- 
dence (if it so indicates), it is pro- 


— to promulgate regulations limit- 
ng the quantity of such poisonous or 
deleterious substances as are requ 

on or in such fruits and vegetables, 
individually or by classes, the amount 
of the various substances tolerated to 
be fixed in terms of parts by weight, 
or by setting such other limits as is 
shown by the evidence to be necessary 
for the protection of public health. 


Third, to repeal or to so amend the 
regulation limiting the quantity of 
fluorine remaining as insecticidal resi- 
due on apples and pears (21 CFR, 1944 
Supp., 120.1), as to bring it into har- 
mony with other regulations adopted. 


For the purposes of the hearing on 
the points outlined above, evidence 
will taken on any insecticidal or 
fungicidal substance, exclusive of inert 
ingredients therein, used on any fruit 
or vegetable. 

Mr. Bernard D. Levinson is hereby 
designated as presiding officer to con- 
duct the hearing in the place of the 
Administrator, with full authority to 
administer oaths and affirmations and 
to do all other things appropriate to 
the conduct of the hearing. The pre- 
siding officer is required to certify the 
entire record of the proceedings to the 
Administrator for initial decision.

using the same rooms for production 
men that their salesmen used earlier; 
some may want their attendance to 
overlap the end of the sales period and 
the beginning of the production period. 

These possible variations, and the 
fact that in order to bring all groups 
together again the Association was 
obliged to make certain concessions in 
numbers of hotels available to can- 
ners, have combined to make the room 
assignment program a complicated 
job. For that reason it is necessary 
to ascertain from the members the 
number of rooms they will use each 
day of their attendance. The total of 
these, as revealed on the estimates, 
is essential before the Association can 
proceed on room assignments, inas- 
much as by agreement with the par- 
ticipating associations, N.C.A. also 
will provide housing for the buyer 
groups out of its quota of hotels. 

This difficult job will be helped im- 
measurably if members return the 
posteard forms promptly.

CONGRESS 


Clayton Act Amendment 


A Senate Judiciary subcommittee 
headed by Senator O’Conor (Md.) is 
scheduled to open hearings September 
19 on the Celler bill, H. R. 2734, to 
amend the Clayton Act to prohibit 
the acquisition by one corporation of 
the assets of another where the effect 
may be substantially to lessen compe- 
tition (see INFORMATION LETTER of 
August 20, page 281). Other mem- 
bers of the subcommittee are Senators 
Kilgore (W.Va.) and Donnell (Mo.). 


Food and Drug Exports 


The food and drug export bill, H. R. 
562, still is pending before the Senate 
Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce. The House recess is delay- 
ing the appointment of conferees on 
the food and drug import bill, H. R. 
160, rather than on H. R. 562, as was 
reported in the INFORMATION LETTER 
last week.

tailing capacity, or in the capacity of 
outside salesman (as such terms are 
defined and delimited by regulations 
of the Administrator).” In 1940 after 
extensive hearings the Administrator 
issued regulations providing that in 
order to qualify for this exemption, 
an executive employee must receive a 
salary of at least $30.00 a week, and 
administrative and professional em- 
ployees must receive a salary of at 
least $200.00 a month. These regula- 
tions also required that these em- 
ployees meet certain tests as to the 
type of work performed. 

Following a notice in the Federal 
Register of October 22, 1947, the Ad- 
ministrator held hearings for 22 days 
in December, 1947, and January, 1948, 
on proposals to amend the regulations, 
one of which was to increase the sal- 
ary requirement for exemption of 
executive, administrative and profes- 
sional employees to $500 a month. 
The Association sent out question- 
naires on this problem to all members 
on November 12, 1947, requesting in- 
formation on salaries paid to execu- 
tive, administrative and professional 
employees and the amount of time 
these employees spent on non-exempt 
work. 

On the basis of the answers from 
these questionnaires, Howard Castle 
of Association Counsel's office testified 


at the hearings on January 15, 1948 
(see INFORMATION LETTER of January 
17, 1948, page 19). Mr. Castle pointed 
out that answers to the Association’s 
questionnaire showed that if the mini- 
mum salary for executive, administra- 
tive and professional employees is set 
t a level in excess of $200 a month, 
many employees in these categories 
in the canning industry will not be 
able to qualify for the exemption. He 
also urged that the Administrator re- 
ject the proposal to limit non-exempt 
work for executive and professional 
employees to eight hours a week in- 
stead of the present limitation of 20 
percent of the workweek. The repre- 
sentative of the Association stated 
that it would be impracticable in the 
canning industry to apply any limita- 
tion for non-exempt work to adminis- 
trative employees. The present regu- 
lations do not contain any limitation 
on non-exempt work for administra- 
tive employees. 


The proposed regulations just is- 
sued by the Administrator raise the 
minimum salary requirements for ex- 
empt executive employees from $30.00 
a week to $55.00 a week, and for ex- 
empt administrative and professional 
employees from $200.00 a month to 
$75.00 a week, or approximately 
$300.00 a month. A new short-cut 
provision exempts executive, adminis- 
trative, and professional employees 
who receive at least $100.00 a week if 
they meet certain basic requirements 
as to the type of work performed. 


Unless executive, administrative and 
professional employees receive at least 
$100.00 a week, they must meet rather 
detailed requirements as to the type 
of work they perform under the pro- 
posed regulations in order to qualify 


for the exemption. These proposed 
requirements as to the type of work 
performed are substantially the same 
as the requirements in the present 
regulations, but the following amend- 
ments should be noted: 

The present regulations provide that 
the non-exempt work of executive 
and professional employees may not 
exceed 20 percent of the number of 
hours worked in the workweek by non- 
exempt employees. The proposed regu- 
lations require that an executive and 
professional employee shall not spend 
more than 20 percent of hie own hours 
in a workweek on non-exempt work, a 
significant difference in cases where 
the hours worked of the executive or 
professional employee are not the 
same as the hours worked of the non- 
exempt employees. 

The present regulations do not con- 
tain any non-exempt work limitation 
for administrative employees, and 
theoretically at least administrative 
employees under the present regula- 
tions cannot engage in any non-exempt 
work. The proposed regulations pro- 
vide that an administrative employee 
may not spend more than 20 percent 
of his hours worked in a workweek 
on non-exempt work. (The references 
here to exempt and non-exempt work 
have no connection with the canning 
exemptions in Sections 7(c) and 
7(b) (3), but are concerned solely with 
the question of whether the work is 
exempt under the exemptions for white 
collar employees in Section 13 (a) ()). 

Data, views or arguments with re- 
spect to these proposed regulations 
submitted in writing before October 
11 will be considered by the Adminis- 
trator before the regulations are 
adopted in final form. 
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
